Charges Arise in Connection

Washington, June 24.—Senator Gore, 
ef Oklahoma, disclosed in the senate 
today what he interpreted as an effort 
to bribe him in connection with legis- 
lation affecting the fortune in attor- 
ney’s fees claimed by J. F. McMurray, 
of Oklahoma, for services rendered to 
the Choctaw and Chickasaw nations in 
land and town site cases. 

The charge created a sensation 
the senate, which later extended to the 
house. The latter body in consequence 
sent back to conference the general 
deficiency bill, which carried an item 
relating to contracts between the In- 
dians and their attorneys. 

Congresemen Involved in Charges. 

As the result af the denouement, 
Benator Gore finally involved a mem- 
ber of the senate committee on In- 
dian affairs, a member of the house 
committee on Indian affairs, two 
former senators—-one from Nebraska 
and the other from Kansas—but whose 
names were not made public in debate. 

It is not tmprobable that an investi- 
gation will be ordered.

Southern Representatives 
Rap Cotton Gambling. 


Georgia Members Take Lead- 
ing Part in’ Debate---Measure 
Passed by Vote of 160 to 41. 
Bill Is Not Expected to Pass 
the Senate. 


Washington, June 24.—The Scott an- 
ti-option bill, to restrict cotton ex- 
change transactions, which do not in- 
volve actual delivery of the commodity, 
was passed by the house today—160 
to 41. The bill is not expected to pass 
the senate. 

Mr. Hardwick, of Georgia, made the 
legal presentation of the advocates of 
the abolition of cotton futures. He 
said that the bill involved a power 
clearly délegated to aongress, that 
there was nothing in it that infringed 
on the doctrine of states’ rights, and 
that it did not disturb any legitimate 
trahsaction. All eleven cotton states, 
said he, favored the legislation. 

Mr. Beall, of Texas, declared the 
only opposition voiced in the commit- 
tees consideration of the anti-option 
bill was from the bulls and bears of 
the New York and New Orleans cot- 
ton exchanges, “the gamblers in the 
products of the farmers of the coun- 
try.”

REFORM IN HOUSE RULES

Many Conflicts Between Regu- 
lars and Insurgent Republi- 
cans---More Than 27,000 Bills 
Introduced in House; 9,000 in 
Senate --- Record for Number 
of Bills Without Parallel. 


Washington, June 24—Notwithstand- 
ing the fact that action on many im- 
portant measures were delayed by con- 
flicts between “insurgents” and “regu- 
lar’’ republican factions in both 
branches and that the democratic mi- 
nority was an active force, congress is 
expected to conclude its long session 
tomorrow with a record for enacting 
legislation that seldom, tf ever, has 
been equaled. The alliance of insur- 
gent republicans and democrats was 
responsible for much of the progres- 
sive legislation.

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PLAN FOR FIGHT 
UN LOAN SHARKS 


Legal Aid Society Is Now 
Organized. 


With a legal aid society organized, 
with prominent business men secured 
as bondsmen for any debtor who may 
be arrested, and with preliminary ar- 
rangements for a mutual loan company 
well under way, Atlanta business men 
are now practically ready to fight the 
“loan sharks” to a finish, and are in 
a position to guarantee to all that after 
the present grand jury has finished its 
work there will not be a repetition 
of the wholesale arrests which once 
before followed a similar investiga- 
tion by the grand jury of the money- 
lender's methods. 

At a meeting of prominent citizens 
at the Chamber of Commerce rooms yes- 
terday afternoon, the organization of 
the Atlanta Lege Aid Soclety was 
practically compl: ’ A constitution 
and by-laws were aviopted and applica- 
tion for a charter will be made im- 
mediately. In order to meet present 
emergencies, ten men bound themselves 
to act as bondsmen of any victim of 
the money-lenders whose arrest may 
follow as a result of the present grand 
jury’s investigations. 


Capitalized at $100,000. 

Besides this a movement was begun 
looking to the establishment of a 
money-lending concern, which is to 
lend small sums on the lowest possible 
rate of interest, consistent with good 
business methods. It is proposed that 
this company shall be capitalized at 
$100,000, which is to be divided into 
10,000 shares at $10 per share. A com- 
mittee to solicit subscriptions to this 
stock will be appointed within the next 
few days and the work of organization 
will be completed as soon as 20 per 
cent of the capital stock has been sub- 
scribed. 

ge committee appointed some time 
agy to draft a constitution and by- 
laws for the organization which is to 
fight the money-lendere made its re- 
port at the meeting and the report 
was unanimously adopted without a 
single change having been made. Both 
the constitution and the by-laws are 
patterned after those of the Legal 
Ald Society of New York city, which 
has been in successful operation for 
more than a quarter of a century. 

“The purpose of this society,’ the 
constitution reads, “shall be to render 
legal aid, gratutiousiy, if necessary. 
to all who may appear worthy there- 
of, and who are unable to procure as- 
sistance elsewhere, and to promote 
measures for their protection.” 

The society shall be composed of as- 
sociate members, who pay $10 a year; 
regular members, who pay $20 a year: 
sustaining members, who pay $50 a 
year; patrons, who pay $100 per vear,

CAIN FREEDOM 


Italy Reluctant to De- 
mand Extradition. 


New York, June 24.—Porter Chariton 
will never be tried for murder in the 
courts of New Jersey. Whether he 
beat his wife on the head into insen- 
sibility with blows with a wooden 
mallet at Lake Como, Italy, and then 
stuffed her, still lfving, into a trunk 
and sank the trunk in the waters of 
the lake, is a matter outside the juris- 
diction of the New Jersey courts. On 
the other hand, he will not be released 
until the question of his sanity is de- 
termined. This is assured by the 
Chariton family, who announced 
through counsel tonight that if the 
youth’s mind proved dangerously un- 
sound they would take the initiative 
in having him committed to some suit- 
able institution. The father, Judge 
Paul, Charlton, has previously said. he 
believed Porter was crazy. 

The attitude of the New § Jersey 
courts, as defined tonight by Prosecu- 
tor Garven. of Hudson county, is this: 

Attitude of Courts. 

‘The state of New’ Jersey now holds 
Chariton merely on the complaint of 
the Italian consul general as a fugi- 
tive from Itallan justice, pending a re- 
quest for his extradition from the 
Italian department of state, through 
the Italian minister to Secretary Knox, 
of the American department of state. 
If extradition is not demanded, there 
is absolutely no action the courts of 
this state can take. Whether the fed- 
eral courts can step fn is a matter out- 
side my province, and on which the 
attorney general of the United States 
is more competent to pass opinion on.” 

Thus there is a possibility that 
eeeeton. may walk free from the jail, 

out trial, for general trend of 
the dispatches from Rome seems to 
indicate that the Italian government 
will act in the matter with reluctance, 
if at all, since to demand extradition 
to Italy of an American subject who 
has committed a crime within Italian 
jurisdiction would imperil a cherished 
Italian precedent. 

Explaining the attitude of the fami- 
ly, R. Floyd Clarke, the lawyer re- 
tained by Judge Chariton, said tonight: 

Family Wants Justice Done. 

“The wish of the fam#% is to see 
strict justice done as between the boy, 
the facts and the public. If there 
should be no request for extradition 
and no prosecution under the laws of 
New, Jersey, Judge Chariton will ask 
for a commission in lunacy to deter- 
mine his son's sanity. If his son is 
found insane he will be sent to an in- 
sane institution. If he is found sane— 
well, that is a matter so far distant as 
yet that I prefer not to take it up 
now.”

BROWNE'S FATE 


IN JURY'S HANDS 


Political Importance At- 
taches to Verdict. 


Chicago, June 24.—It has been many 
years since an Illinois jury has been 
called upon to consider a verdict of 
greater political importance than that 
one which this. afternoon retired to 
consider the charge of bribery against 
Lee O’Neil Browne, leader of the demo- 
cratic minority-of the Illinois house of 
representatives. 

In instructing the jury, Judge Mc- 
Surely stated that the uncorroborated 
testimony of an accomplice may be 
considered, but it should. be received 
with great care and caution, and care- 
fully weighed. Should the jury believe 
that any of the state’s witnesses testi- 
fied because of promises of immunity 


from prosecution, this also should en- 
ter into the consideration of the case. 
To find Browne guilty, the court said 
the evidence must establish beyond a 
reasonable doubt all of the following 
propositions: 


Main Points in Charge. 

“First. Whether on June 16, 1909, 
Browne gave Representative White, in 
the Briggs house, at Chicago, the sum 
of $850. 

“Second. That said sum was given to 
White in consideration of having voted 
for William Lorimer pursuant to a 
corrupt agreement entered into be- 
tween Browne and White, and by 
which White agreed to vote and 
Browne agreed to pay him.” 

If the jury retains any doubt on 
these two points, the court added, it 
must find the defendant not guilty. As 
to the testimony of Representatives 
Beckemeyer and Link, who confessed 
to receiving $1,000 each for voting for 
Lorimer, Judge McSurely said: 

“The purpose of admitting this tes- 
timony was solely to determine wheth- 
er there existed any motive on the 
part of Browne that might lead to his 
paying $850 to White in the Briggs 
house, in June, 1909,as charged in the 
indictment,or for determining the intent 
with which Browne might have paid 
White the sum, or for determining 
whether there existed a scheme, de- 
sign or plan on the part of Browne 
to accomplish a certain purpose, that 
purpose being the payment of the 
money to White in connection with 
that scheme, design or plan.” 

Counsel Used Bitter Language. 

In this convection only, the court 
instructed, was the jury at liberty to 
consider the evidence of Beckemeyer 
and Link. The cour{ put in this cate- 
gory also the testimony of Repre- 
sentative Myers, who said he was told 
that for those who voted for Lorimer 
there were plenty of state jobs and 
plenty of the “ready necessary.

READY 10 BULL 


Leadersin the Governor’s 
Race Getting Ready. 


Assurances of Support Received 
by Gov. Brown and Ex-Gov. 
Smith ---- Smith and Brown 
Clubs Are Being Organized. 
Smith Secures Headquarters. 


Quietly and without the jblast of 
trumpets, but with the activity of a 
couple of bee-hives, the two political 
forces of the state, of which Governor 
Joseph M. Brown and former Governor 
Hoke Smith, respectively, are the lead- 
ers, are preparing fer.the stirring po- 
litical combat which was assured when 
the latter announced Thursday that he 
was in the race for governor against 
the present chief executive. who de- 
feated him for reelection in the mem- 
Orable campaign of 1908. 

Each candidate is marshalling his 
forces Yor the combat and the prelim- 
inary plang are being mapped out upon 
which each bases his hope to win vic- 
tory before the people of the state in 
the primary on August 23. 

Neither candidate had any statement 
to make for publication Friday regard- 
ing the race, but published statements 
of their positions regarding the issues 
involved in the campaign are expected 
at any time. 

Assurances of Support. 

Both Governor Brown and Governor 
Smith have received strong assurances 
of support from their supporters in 
various sections of the state. 

From the town of Graymont a tele- 
gram was received saying that a Joe 
Brown Club, one hundred strong, had 
been organized, and gnother from 
Thomasville stated that a poll on an

The former gevernor has not named 
any campaign manager as yet, but hag 
secured five rooms on the fifth floor 
of the Peters building, which will be 
used by stenographers and mailing 
clerks in sending out and  .weceiving 
correspondence. As stated Friday 
morning, the former governor does not 
intend to make any extensive 
canvass of the state in the interest of 
his candidacy. He also announced 
that he would not allow the campaign 
to interfere with several chautauqua 
and educational speeches which he has 
already accepted invitations to deliver. 

Governor Brown has not selected a 
campaign manager, and has not decid- 
ed upon the location of headquarters, 
but this matter will be attended to 
within a very few days. He has stated 
previously that he will make no 
speeches and will not leave his of- 
fice to enter into the campaign.

LETTERS OF MRS. HARDING. — 
LEAD TO FURTHER INQUIRY 


Miss 
Unfolded to Gaze 


ves Penned by Beautiful Birmingham Matron te Be 


of Officer—Storvy 


of T'wo Suieides.

Birmingham, Ala., June 24.—(Special.) 
Coroner Brasher, of Jefferson county, 
after a preliminary investigation sepa- 
rately into the shootings by which Mrs. 
W. P. G. Hardfmg, the prominent: social 
leader, and Guy R. Johnson, the well- 
known industrial man and prominent 
clubman, killed themselves Wed- 
nesday, decided that it was a clear 
case of suicide in both instances. The 
law only allows an investigation when 
there is doubt as to how the deceased 
came to death. 

The body of Guy R. Johnson left 
here today, accompanied by his fam- 
ily, for Bryn Mawr, Pa., where the in- 
terment will be held. A short ‘funeral | 
service at the residence before the de- 
parture was attended by a number of 
friends. Arrangements are being made 
for the funeral of Mrs. Harding’ tomor- 
row. 

Coroner Brasher has announced that 
while he had decided before not to make 
any further investigations, being con- 
vinced that both cases were suicide, 
he will take up another investigation, 
since letters left by Mrs. Harding had 
not been examined by him, and that 
other information of a possible pact 
had been published. The friends and 
relatives of the deceased deny the ac- 
counts of a pact, and there is much 
talk as to the rumors that exist. It 
is impossible to get the contents of 
the letters left by Mrs. Harding until 
the coroner has read them, if he de- 
mands them. 

Story of the Suicides. 


The sound of a pistol shot in the 
palatial home of Colonel W. P. G. 
Harding, president of the First Nation- 
al bank, of Birmingham, at Glen Iris 
Park, startled the colored maid-ser- 
vant at her daily tasks Wednesday 
afternoon about 5 o’clock. She rushed 
upstairs and into the room from 
whence the shot had come. In a small 
pool of blood lay her mistress, gasping 
in the throes of death. In the flush 
of health, beauty and, apparently, hap- 
piness, this, the wife of the greatest 
financier in Alabama, noted society 
leader, and considered by many the 
most beautiful woman in the south— 
had taken a pistol and shot herself 
through the heart. 

Not more than half an hour later 
another pistol shot rang out, and Guy 
Johnson, one of the best-known con- 
sulting engineers in the south, and 
former vice president of the Alabama 
Consolidated Coal and Iron Company, 
had, in like manner, and with what 
might have been the same pistol, as 
far aS appearances went, put an end 
to his destinies. He died at 4:20 o'clock 
the next morning at his home on Iro- 
quois avenue. 

At 4:15 o’clock an automobile 
driven up to the Harding home. 
chauffeur, Ray Jones, alighted and 
asked for Mrs. Harding. The ser- 
vant told him that Mrs. Harding was 
busy and could not come; but he would 
see no one els?. When. finally, -she 
did come, he delivered into her hands, 
according to his. own statement, @ 
package—a heavy package, which Guy 
Johnson had given him, and directed 
that he take it to Mrs. Harding, per- 
sonally. 

At 6:10 o'clock, a neighbor, arm 
swering the screams of:the negro ser- 
vant, came to the Harding home. Just 
then the telephone rang. 

“Hello!” called a husky 
Mrs. Harding there?’

Colonel Harding was on his way to 
New York from Savannah by water 
with his daughter, Elizabeth.

He arrived 
in Birmingham Friday night by spe- 
cial train,.chartered by Henry Gray 
and Robert Jerison, well-known 
financiers in Birmingham, at Savannab. 

Major and Mrs. Johnson, parents of 
Guy Johnson, were in Lucerne, Sw'its- 
erland, on a pleasure jaunt. They 
were notified by cable. 

And so it was that the

She spoke no word to 
anyone which might indicate her pur- 
pose—she only seemed a trifle more 
serious than usual, so the nurse aft- 
erward stated. 

By her side were found five notes, 
according to a stdtement of a family 
friend, who was on the scene, immedi- 
ately after the deed occurred. 

Two of them were addressed to her 
husband, one to her father, Sydenham

) of the suicide, and one to a friend in 


Montgomery. 
The notes were withheld from pub- 
lication. 


Frequently Seen Together. 


Mrs. Harding and Guy Johnson, both 
prominent in  socta) ‘circlés, were 
known to be the best of friends and 
were frequently seén at public gath- 
erings together. 

The dual tragedy reached the streets 
of Birmingham long before night fell, 
‘and the gossip was flying even before 
Mrs. Johnson returned from the 
ball game to her: home to find her 
husband lying at the point of death. 

“Give me help!” she cried to the 
neighbors, who rushed in. 

J. E. Johnson, Jr., brother of Guy 
Johnson, reached the home shortly aft- 
er the shooting. His dying brother 
called him to his side and held whis- 
pered consultation with him, and it 
was not long before rumor had gone 
wver the entire neighborhood to the 
effect that Johnson, the dying, had 
pleaded with his brother to keep down 
any scandal that might possibly brew 
concerning him and Mrs. Harding. 

He insisted, so it is said, that Mrs. 
Hard'ng was as pure and noble as 
any woman who ever lived. There 
had already been, he ts alleged to have 
said, much gossip about the friend- 
ship between him and Mrs. Harding, 
and that they could not stand it. 

Pistel in Package. 

At this juncture Roy Jones, the 17- 
year-old chauffeur in the employ of 
Guy Johnson, issued a statement, pos- 
itive in its terms, to the effect that 
he had delivered a package to Mrs. 
Harding, in which he had every rea- 
son to belleve was a pistol. 

He further stated that he went down 
the road from the Harding home aft- 
er giving the package to Mrs. Harding 
and in a few moments heard a Stevens- 
Duryea car go whizzing by. He then 
knew what had happened. 

All of these facts became crystal- 
lized into oné phase which wag soon 
on the tongue of every man, woman 
and child of a thinking age in Bir- 
mingham-—‘a suicide pact.”’ 

That Johnson had béen seen on the 
streets with Mrs. Harding was true— 
several times, in fact; but this was not 
sufficient to bring about such ani aw- 
ful sequel, reasoned the crowd. And 
soon they were asking each other 
“What brought it to a climax?’ 

The question has not yet been an- 
swered, 

Happy Home Lives. 


Both Mr. and Mrs. Harding and Mr. 
and Mrs. Johngon, to all appearances, 
were as happy as any other man and 
wife. Furthermore, the Johnson fam- 
ily claimed that business reverses and 
Johnson's recent removal from ae 
vice presidency of the Alabama Con- 
solidated were entirely responsible for 
bis suicide. 

Yet no denial! of the fact that a sui- 
cide pact between the two, resulting 
from some dread happening, involving 
them both, might have existed. 

The many. friends of the two found 
it hard. to believe, yet, there was the 
statement of the lady who had rushed 
to the aid of Mrs. Harding, the mys- 
terious voice over the ‘phone and the 
statement of the chauffeur, Roy Jones. 

“But this ts too awful,”’ ladies were 
heard to say on the street... “Beaut't- 
ful Amanda Moore, déad!” 

Some doubting that such a thing 
could be true made haste to the Hard- 
ing home and here the dreadful ¢on- 
firmation met thetr eyes.

Thursday the house of representa- 
tives, in a fitful fever of energy, killeg 
the bill providing for biennial sessions 
of the legislature on the ground that 
even now a fifty-day session each year 
is not sufficient time in which te trans- 
ac‘ the business of the state. 

Friday, when a second effort was 
made to get the biennial session bill up 
for passage, the house, by the over- 
whelming vote of 97 to 49, repeated its 
declaration that it is already rushed to 
death by mountains of work, and that 
biennial sessions are not to be 
thought of. 

And Go Home Saturday. 

And then, the house, having con-<- 
vinced itself that it is the busiest or-~- 
ganization this side of Halley's comet, 
breathed a restful sigh and decided to 
go home Saturday because there was 
nothing else to da 

The motion to adjourn until Monday 
was made by Mr. Hall, of Bibb, who led 
the fight Thursday against the bien- 
nial session measure. 

“There are no lecal bills for passage 
Saturday.” said Mr. Hall. “Under the 
rules we cannot transact general bus- 
iness, 89 we had as’ well adjourn.” 

A viva voce vote was taken, and 
when it looked as if the house was 
about to vote down the motion, Mr. 
Fullibright, of Burke, made a talk in 
which he declareg that the only reason 
the house did not desire to adjourn 
was, it was afraid some newspaper 
ywould come out with a picture showing 
them all at the ball game. 

“If there are no local bills we can 
pass, why can’t we change the rule and 
pass general bills Saturday”?’ inquired 
Mr. Lewis, of Hancock. “If we @re so 
busy that we are compelled to have @ 
meeting every year, I think we ought 
to stay here and work while the ses- 
sion is going on.” : 

No Quorum on Saturdays. 

“Well, you can do it,” replied Mr. 
Fullbright, “but you will not do it: 
that’s the reason. Every member of 
this house knows it’s an impossibility 
to met a quorum here on Saturday, be- 
cause so many members go home.” 

The point was made by those who 
had fought for the biennial session bill 
that @ sixty-day session every two 
years would be amply sufficient to 
transact all business if the legislature 
would “stay on the job’’ and work from 
the time they get here until tims to geo 
home. 

After Mr. Fullbright’s speech another 
vote was taken and the house voted to 
“pass up’ Saturday as a working day 
by the vote of 865 to 45.

Rev. William Asbury Parks was 
born in September, 1834.

Early in life he united with the Meth- 
odist church, and for fifty-four years 
he has been a member of the Meth- 
odist conference. | 

As a young minister, he emigrated 
to Texas, where he filled several im- 
portant charges. At the beginning of 
the civil war, in 1861, he was appoint- 
ed chaplain of Waul’s Texas Legion, 
and he served throughout the entire 
war. 

After the war, for several years he 
represented the American Bible So- 
ciety in Georgia and other southern 
states: At the time of his death he 
was chairman of the committee for the 
American Bible Somety for the North 
Georgia Conference. 

It was, however, as a preacher of the 
gospel that Mr. Parks’ greatest work 
was done. For fifty-four years he was 
a messenger of the cross. He preach- 
ed in every section of Georgia, and in 
many parts of the south, serving on 
circuits, stations ano districts, some of 
his most important work being as 
presiding elder of the Gainesville and 
Dalton districts. | 

In 1907, he served as chaplain of 
the house of represéntatives.

CILMER CITIZENS 
ARE DENIED WRIT 


Judge Bell Rules He Has 


No Jurisdiction. 


New Fuel Is Added to the Fire 
Which Has Been Burning in 
Political Circles in Gilmer 
County --- 287 Citizens Are 
Still Disfranchised. 


Judge George L. Bell decided yester- 
day afternoon that he had no juris- 
diction to hear the petition of citizens 
from Gilmer county who asked that 
a writ of mandamus be issued against 
the registrars of that county to make 
them restore 287 names which had been 
expunged from the registration lists. 

This decision meant that in the opin- 
ion of Judge Bell, Judge Newton A. 
Morris, of Gilmer county, is the proper 
judicial to hear the petition. 

The hearing was very spicy, for cer- 
tain allegations were made and cer- 
tain forcible adjectives were used 
which added new fuel to the fire which 
has been. burning in political circles 
in Gilmer county for several years. 

The Trouble in Gilmer County. 

That the ease may be properly un- 
derstood by the laity and nonresidents 
of Gilmer county, where the political 
feud has been raging, it may be well 
to give a brief outline of the factional 
strife that has found its way into the 
courts. 

In 1904 Judge Newton A. Morris was 
elected over his oppanent, and the fac- 
tion aligned against Judge Morris 
charged that there had been manipula- 
tions and fraud practiced in Gilmer 
county. It was charged that W. A. 
Cox and Judge Morris were in collu- 
sion and by refusing to allow a num- 
bers of the voters opposed to them to 
cast a vote, Judge Morris carried the 
county when it was against him. The 
trouble arose again in 1908, when 
Judge Morris was reelected and again 
carried Gilmer county in the Blue 
Ridge circuit. 4 

Now it is allezwed that Judge Morris 
is seeking to be reelected in 1912 and 
that he and Cox are preparing to carrv 
Gilmer county by controlling the reg- 
istration lists. It is charged that the 
registrars, appointed by Judge Morris. 
had stricken from the registration lists 
287 voters who were against the Mor- 
ris faction. 

Present Legal Complication. 


It was claimed that the registrars 
when they wanted to purge the regis- 
tration lists, asked the ordinary for 
the lists and he would not surrender 
them unless he was present when thev 
were purged. Judge Morris decided 
against the ordinary, and the regis- 
trars purged the lists, it is charged. 
and threw out 287 voters, all of whom 
were against the Morris faction. 

The citizens who claimed to have 
been thus disfranchised filed a petition 
before Judge Bell. of the Fulton county 
superior court, asking for writs of 
mandamus against Judge Morris and 
the Gilmer county registrars to force 
them to restore the names to the lists. 

At the first hearing, Judge Bell de- 
clined to allow Judge Morris to be 
made a party to the case, because un- 
der the laws of Georgia a superior 
court judge cannot mandamus another 
superior court judge. 

In his decision Friday afternoon, 
Judge Bel] took the position that since 
he had eliminated Judge Morris from 
wh suit a Judge Morris was no 

ger a party to it, he (Jud 
had no jurisdiction. icra 


Two Rulings Appealed. 


There are two appeals from Judge 
Bell’s rulings, one when he held that 
he could not mandamus Judge Morris 
and the other on hits last decision. 

At the hearing the petitioners were 
represented by Judge George F. Gober 
and C. H. Griffin, the registrars were 
represented by G. W. Blair. 7 
Mr. Blair filed a motion that Judge 
Bell revoke or annul the rule nisi 
made on June 8, as Judge Bell was 
without jurisdiction. Mr. Blair took 
the position that Judge Morris was not 
a party to the petition, and therefore 
was not disqualified to act as judge. 

Judge Gober replied that Judge Mor- 
ris was a party, because he was in- 
terested, although Judge Bell had de- 
clined to mandamus Judge Morris. 

Judge Gober and Mr. Griffin filed 
and read an amendment to the origi- 
nal petition by the 287 alleged disfran- 
chised voters which related the politi- 
cal row in Gilmer county. The amend- 
ment stated that Judge Morrts and 
W. A. Cox were in collusion, and had 
been ever since 1904; that they had 
carried Gilmer county in 1904 by re- 
fusing to allow many citizens to vote: 
that in 1908 the same thing was done 
and an injunction against this practice 
was disregarded. In the amendmen: 
the board of registrars was severely 
criticised, and it was stated that some 
of them could not spell, and one of 
them had secured a United States 
whisky license in Georgia, which was 
a prohibition. state. 

People Without Remedy. 

Judge Gober made an argument for 
the amendment, and stated that unless 
Judge Bell acted upon the case the 
people of Gilmer county would not 
get their legal rights. 

Judge Bell said no man in Georgia 
Was more sorry than he about the 
trouble in Gilmer county. He said he 
was obliged to act upon the law, and 
he decided that he had no jurisdiction, 
and issued an order to that effect. 

Judge Gober asked for a supersedeas 
until he could file a bill of exceptions. 
To this the other side demurred, be- 
cause this would, they stated, virtu- 
ally hold up the entire registration list. 
It was argued by Mr. Blair that since 
Judge Bell had decided that he had 
no jurisdiction he could take no further 
action in the case. 

Judge Bell stated that he would 
reach a decision on this point some 
time this morning.

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SOUTH MUST INVITE AMERICANS 
TO AID ITS DEVELOPMENT 


| ==-Charles S. Barrett 


President of Farmers’ Union, in Letter to Clarence Poe, 
Declares South Is, Potentially, Greatest Section of 
America, and That We Must Invite Sturdy Amer- 
ricans From Other Sections to Aid Its 
Development. 


. “The gouth, potentially the richest 
section of the nation, has had adver- 
tised to the wverld its worst features; 
other sections of the country have had 
advertised their best. It is time to 
change the record; to the end of in- 
Pviting southerners who have left the 
south to return thhere and of inducing 
other sturdy Americans, dissatisfied 
with the section in which they are liv- 
ing, to help us develop the south.” 

In these strong terms President 
Charles 8. Barrett, of the Farmers’ 
Union, issued what is in effect an in- 
vitation to the better class of Ameri- 
cans in the northwest and the middle 
west and Canada to come south and 
aid in the upbuilding which they will 
also share. 

Mr. Barrett expressed himself thus 
to The Constitution in view of a let- 
ter, reproduced herewith, which he 
has written. Clarence Pos, editor of 
The Progressive Farmer, of Raleigh, 
N. C. Mr. Poe is one of the foremost 
and soundest thinkers of the south 
today. He had written President Bar- 
rett asking if the latter did not deem 
it the psychological moment to invite 
here outside aid in the development of 
the south. , 

Mr. Barrett Praises Constitution. 

The answer published herewith was 
forthcoming. 

Incidentally, Mr. Barrett praised 
The -Constitution for its insistence 
upon these same lines. ‘Your paper,” 
he said, “has been doing splendid work 
to show that there is no reason for 
dissatisfied Americans to leave this 
country for a splendid future. It 
offers it to them here in the south.” 

Americans Needed. 

His letter to Mr. Poe, in which he 
stresses that American, not foreign, 
immigration is welcome, is ag follows: 

“Mr. Clarence Poe, Care The Progres- 
sive Farmer, Raleigh, N. C.—My Dear 
Mr. Poe: Your letter of June 3 would 
have been answered sooner, but for my 
long absence in the northwest, where 
I had ample opportunity to inspect at 
first hand the conditions of popula- 
tion of which you speak.

tion of every nature that even at this 
late day I hesitate to even approach 
the matter. In many sections of the

“And I know you will be of my opin- 
ion when I say that these are precise- 
ly the sort of reinforcements we need 
for the army that is building for to- 
morrow as well as for today in the 
southern states. I have been in vir- 
tually every state in the union, and If 
may now say with no invtdious com- 
parison that the south offers a more 
inviting and versatile field to Amert- 
cans with, capital and to Americans 
who simply seek to become home- 
makers than any similar portion of 
America. 

“We have here every variety of 
eoil, every variety of climate, every 
possiblity to encourage diversified and 
scientific agriculture and almost un- 
limited command of crude resources 
and facilities for communication that 
every day are becoming more ample. 

“This is not to mention the presence 
of other institutions in the south such 
as furnished by schools and churches 
and the other facilities without which 
best civilization cannot be builded. 
The south has these in encouraging 
proportion and is increasing and im- 
proving them each day. You will be 
in harmony with me, too, when I 
claim that beyond all portions of 
America the southern people have re- 
tained that abiding sanity and racial 
purity and simplicity that is every- 
where recognized as characteristic of 
the all-conquering Anglo-Saxon. 

We Could Be Independent. 

“That touches the south’s equipment 
in only the roughest summary. Speak- 
ing in larger terms of the future, we 
have here the resources and the means 
to make a commercial and industrial 
principality entirely independent of 
the remainder of the world, should that 
be necessary. In manufacturing and 
in business, in the professions and in 
public life, the opportunities are mere- 
ly opening. In agriculture alone, not 
forgetting our world monopoly of cot- 
ton, the south is nationally pre-emi- 
nent. Problems we need not elaborate 
have operated previous to this time to 
throw a sort of Chinese wall around 
the south, and, if I may be permitted 
to mix metaphors considerably, to act 
as a brake upon its growth and de- 
velopment in every direction. 

‘These influences are now moved. 
The south, potentially the richest sec- 
tion of the nation, faces a future that 
bewilders prophecy. We need more 
men of the right sort here to help us 
materialize that bigger day that is 
even now on the horizon. 

“I think, then, we are justified in 
issuing a most cordial invitation to 
those Americans who come to us cer- 
tified as to character, to earnestness 
and to ability, by their previous 
achievements in other portions of whas 
has now pecome a common country.”

On being seen in reference to the 
anonymous letter and the appointment 
of a committee to investigate the 
charges made, Lee Barron, keeper of 
public buildings and grounds, said: 

“You may quote me as saying that 
any charge that I have in any way 
misused my office, or diverted to im- 
proper channels a single penny of the 
public funds, is infamously false. It 
would be manifestly improper for me 
to enter upon a discussion of the mat- 
ter other than to assert the falsity 
of the charges, for, since the house 
of representatives has directed one of 
its committees to investigate, it is but 
proper that I should report to that 
committee, whose complete and thor- 
ough, investigation I court.” 

Mr. Barron declined to make any 
further comment on the statement con- 
tained in Mr. Watson's letter, and in 
the anonymous communication which 
accompanied it. ‘He called attention 
to his official report to the governor, 
and said if anything further were 
desired, it would more properly be 
brought out before the investigating 
committee.

320 New School Houses: 
Built in State. 


Attendance Has Increased to 
547,912, and Value of School 


Property in State Enhanced! 


to $8,603,853 --- Reforms in 
School Laws Are Suggested. 


Jere M. Pound, state school commis- 
sioner, expresses gratification in his 
annual report to the governor on the 
amazing progress of the schools -f 
the state during the past year. He 
attendance has in- 
creased to 547,912; that 320 new school 
houses have been built; and the value 
of school property in the state en- 
hanced to $8,603,853. The new build- 
ings erected cost on the average $1,- 
500. 

The total funds given by 
for common school purposes, includ- 
ing the appropriations m&de by the 
legislature, are placed at $4,229,254. 
This is an increase of a million and a 
quarter dollars in two years. The 
state tax alone amounted to $1,261,471 
for the year ending December 31, 1909. 

The total number of schools report- 
ing to the state school commissioner 
was 7,788, and the number of teachers 
employed in them were 12,231. 

The average salary of white male 
teachers in the state is $104.32, and 


the state 


The average salary of negro male 
teachers in $45.53 and of female teach- 
ers $25.83. 

Reforms in School Laws. 


In regard to reforms in the school 
laws, Professor Pound would have 
practical educators on the state board 
of education and increase the powers 
of the beard. On this point he says: 


“Our schoo! laws are imperfect, in- 
adequate, ineffective and obsglete. 
They do not really create a system 
nor give to what passes under the 
name of system sufficient vitality or 
power. What we do need is a radicai 
revision of them along the broad, 
sweeping lines indicated by the house 
cecmmittee on education at your last 
session. 

“There is need for an enlarged state 
board of education with an education;3!] 
cast and increased powers. As at pres- 
ent constituted, the board of educa- 
tion of the state is practically a lost 
force. 

“Now, this body could be, and ought 
to be. a rea! vital force, stimulating, 
directing. controlling and uplifting all 
the educational! concerns of the state. 
Powers of an executive nature, now 
confided to the courts, could best be 
discharged, and should be discharged, 
by the state boagd of education, which 
cught to be required to see that schovoi | 
lawae are enforced. It ought to have 
powers to punish for neglect of laws 
or disobedience of them. It ought .c 
have the right to make necessary rules 
and regulations in the absence of law, 
to supervise teachers’ and ccmmis- 
sioners’ examinations, to regulate the 
certification of each, and to do many 
other things now left wholly undone 
to the great detriment of the system. 

‘Then, too, the department of e@uca- 
tion ought to be increased as to the 
number of those employed Im it, and 
bette rsalaries ought to be paid. With- 
out undervaluing or underestimating 
any other branch of the government, 
no thinking person will ma the least 
among them that branch which dis 
burees two-fifths of the state's entire 
revenue, and in some fashion or other 
reaches every heart and hearthstone 
of the commonwealth through the lives 
and fortunes of the children. For. the 
sake of those children, for the future 
weal of the state itself, th: depart- 


ment of education ought te be made 


and monotony of country life, has well 
nigh driven men from the country 
schools, leaving a disproportionate 
number of women in charge of them. 
These are generally women who have, 
for one reason or another, failed to 
find employment in city, town or vil- 
lage. 

“In their desire for better educa- 
tional facilities, the towns have im- 
patiently drawn a line around them- 
selves, cut aloof from the more slowly 
moving county systems, and gone deep 
into their pockets for money with 
which to bulld beautiful schoolhouses 
and to secure trained and competent 
teachers. The country districts, barring 
the aloofness, may do the same thing; 
and they must do it if there is ever t9 


one of greater influence, power and 
dignity.” 
Fulton County Commissioner. 

Professor Pound thinks it unfair 
that the city of Atlanta should be per- 
mitted to select the county commis- 
sion for Fulton county. In regard 
to the situation in this county, he says: 

“Another feature*of the law which 
ought to receive attention is its failure 
to recognize the existence, in many 
of our counties, of local systems, which 
are independent of the county board 
of education, and to eliminate them 
as participants in the election of the 
commissioners. For instance, here in 
Fulton county are two systems of

Ac- 
cording to the law, every citizen in 
the county who is qualified to vote 
for the county’s representative, may 
participate in the election of the com- 
missioner. Therefore, every qualified 
citizen of Atlanta may vote in an ele:- 
tion of the superintendent of Fulton 
county’s schools. Now, Atlanta's vot- 
ing population exceeds that of the re- 
mainder of Fulton county, but only 
that remainder is under the supervis- 
ion of the board of educationof Fulton 
county. It may very easily happen, 
then, in some future conteBt that At- 
lanta, though having no interest in the 
issue, may impose upon the outlying ; 
portions of the county a commissioner 
utterly distasteful to the people whose 
schools he shall administer. This is 
manifestly unjust and totally abhor- 
rent to the spirit of our laws. But it 
can happen, although the possibility is 
less, in any county which contains one 
or more of the hundred fifty special 
systems.” 
Better Salaries Needed. 


In discussing the importance of pay- 
ing better salaries in order to attract 
and hold the highest grade of teach- 
ers, the state school commissioner 
says: 

“The eyes of all thinking people are 
turned as never before upon the coun- 
try in their desire to improve the con- 
ditions and raise the standard of rural 
life. ‘As good schools for the country 
as for the town’ is a well nigh unl- 
versal aspiration. And the idea! is at- 
tainable. There are sections of the 
union in which this is already true. 
That it is not true in Georgia is easily 
explained when it is known that the 
salary of a male teacher, white or coi- 
ored, is little more than half as much 
as that enjoved by a male teacher in 
the city schools, and that the salary of 
a female teacher is about three-fourths 
as much as in town. This discrimina- 
tion in salaries, added to the lack of 
social and cultural advantages, to the 
lack of physical comforts and attrac- 
tive surroundings, and to the solitude

viding for biennial sessions. 

Mr. MacIntyre, of Thomas, one of the 
authors of the bill, had previously 
given the journal notice that the mo- 
tion to reconsider would be made. 

In the discussion of his motion, Mr. 
Anderson declared that the house had 
defeated the report Thursday without 
realizing exactly ‘what it meant, and 
had voted upon it without thorough 
discussion and without due consider- 
ation. 

Mr. Anderson argued at length the 
great saving of expense which will ac- 
crue to the state by a session every 
two years instead of every year, and he 
also argued that the business of the 
state can be transacted with one ses- 
sion every two years if the members 
will get down to business as soon as 
they get here and work until they get 
through. 

“We should let the people vote upon 
this question,” declared Mr. Anderson, 
“because the people wish it. This is 
Mo partisan political measure; both 
the present and the former governor of 
the state are committed to biennial 
sessions, and all the great newspapers 
of the state have declared in favor 
of it. 

Could Call Extra Session. 

The gentleman declared that if it 
should be found at any time that one 
session every two years was not suffi- 
client to tramsact the business,’ the 
governor could call an extra session 
for that purpose. 

Mr. McElreath, of Fulton, asked Mr. 
Anderson if he had investigated the 
average number of days in which the 
legislatures of the various states re- 
main in session. Mr. Anderson had not. 

“Is it not true,” continued Mr. Mc- 
Direath, “that the average number is 
100?” 

Mr. Anderson declared that he had 
not investigated that feature. 

“The gentleman from Bibb has de- 
clared that.» already have too many 
laws,” continucd Mr. Anderson. “How 
are we to fRiave fewer laws unless we 
have fewer sessions? Every member 
of “his house knows we come here 
from year to year and (fritter away 
time, repealing bills one year that we 
passed the year before,’ 

Opposes Reconsideration. 

Mr. Alexander, of DeKalb, followed 
Mr. Anderson in opposition to the mo- 
tion to reconsider. 

Mr. Alexander declared that Mr. An- 
derson had not presented a single rea- 
son why biennial sessions of the legis- 
lature should be held. 

He argued that the basis of good 
government is frequent meetings of 
the law-making bodies. 

“We have tried this thing two or 
three times,’ said he, “and it has al- 
ways failed. The people do not want 
it, and the only reason that has been 
advanced in favor of it is that by the 
newspapers on the idea of economy.” 

Mr. Alexander said he was opposed 
to economy when it comes to strik- 
ing at the root of popular government. 
At the conclusion of Mr. Alexander's 
speech, the vote was taken, and the 
motion to reconsider was lost by the 
vote of 49 to 97.

The Measures That Failed. 

Opposed to the foregoing list of 
legislation obtained were a number of 
measures which had administration 
sympathy, but failed of passage. They 
were measures on the subject of ship 
subsidy, anti-injunction, for new forms 
of government in Alaska and on the 
Panama zone; to create a bureau of 
health; to provide increased rates of 
postage for second-class mail matter; 
to create the Appalachian forest re- 
serve, and increase the engineer corps 
of the army. 

Amending House Rules. 

Not the least conspicuous acts of 
congress were the strenuous measures 
taken by the house of representatives 
to reform its system of conducting 
business so that less power might be 
reposed in the speaker and the organi- 
zation of which he was the natural 
leader. 

The speaker was removed from the 
committee on rules, which he had 
previously been credited with domi- 
nating and a new rule was adopted for 
the purpose of effectually preventing 
pigeon-holing of bills by committees 
when they were approvel by a majority 
of the house, regardless of party af- 
filiations. 

The enormous proportions of the de- 
mands for legislation which are 
pressed upon congress is shown by 
the fact that since the beginning of 
the present congress more than 27,000 
bills have been introduced in the house 
and more than 9,000 in the senate in 
addition to hundreds of resolutions on 
various subjects. This record, so far 
as the number of bills is concerned, is 
without parallel. 

The Railroad Bill. 

More time was consumed in con- 
sidering the railroad bill than was 
taken upon all other subjects of 
legislation. This measure not only 
creates a commerce court, but it em- 
bodies authority for a commission to 
inquire into stock and bond issues of 
railroads, extends prevention for the 
interstate commerce congress act to 
telephone and telegraph companies and 
gives to the interstate commerce com- 
mission power to postpone increases 
in rates until the commission shall 
have found the proposed increases to 
be reasonable. 

An act also was passed to compel 
railroads to furnish to the interstate 
commerce commission reports on acci- 
dents so that congress may be better 
informed as to the need of further 
legislation. 

The Withdrawal Aet. 

Under the withdrawal act the presi- 
dent was given almost unlimited pow- 
er to withhold lands from settlement 
and to conserve the water power. On 
the other hand the act providing for 
the agricultural entry of the surface 
of coal lands will open to settlement 
at least 60,000,000 acres and at the 
Same time reserve to the government 
the right to the coal. By providing for 
the opening of a proportion of the 
Pine Ridge and the Rosebud Indian 
reservation in South Dakota and the 
Fort Berthold reservation in North 
Dakota more than 2,000,000 acres of 
-ericultural lands will be available 


in 


The sum of $150,000 was appropri- 
ated for the gauging of streams with 
a view of the preservation of the wa- 
ter supply. 

These conservation measures are de- 
Clared to be far-reaching. Under the 
new power conferred upon the presi- 
dent it is expected there will be ex- 
tensive land withdrawals, while the 
settlement of the coal lands, without 
involving the valuable deposits beneath 
the surface, is expected to do much 
to reconcile opponents of conservation 
who have contended against the disuse 
of lands merely to preserve natural re- 
sources for future generations. 

Notable Increase for Navy. 


The increase provided for the navy 
was notable. Two battleships of 216.- 
000 tons each, armed with 14-inch 
guns, making them the most formid- 
able Dreadnoughts afloat, were au- 
thorized. The naval strength of the 
United States will be further supple- 
mented by six torpedo boat destroyers, 
two colliers and four submarines, while 
an increase of the personnel of the 
navy of 3,000 men was authorized.

The Bullish Week-End Figures 
Caused Fresh Buying in 
the Afternoon. 


New York, June 24.—The cotton mar- 
ket made a generally steadiér showing 
today and closed steady at a net ad- 
vance of 1@8 points. 

The opening was steady at a decline 
of 3 points to an advance of 2 points, 
and during the early trading the mar- 
ket ruled unsettied, owing to July 
liquidation or selling against cotton 
to be brought here for delivery. In 
fact, there seemed to be quite a little 
July for sale ahead of the first notice 
Gay next week, and at first the bulls 
Seemed disposed to buy only on @ 
scale down. But after a deciine from 
16.02 to 14.92, the bull leaders became 
@ggressive bidders for large blocks, 
offering® were soon absorbed, and later 
the prices rallied steadily from the 
- Jowest. Cables were a little lower 
than due, but weather reports showed 
continued dry conditions in the inte- 
tior of Texas, so that new crop con- 
ditions were rather slow in following 
the early decline, and after selling off 
to a net loss of about 3 to 5 points, 

as soon as the July recovery 
set in. Business was almost at «4 
standstill during the middle of the 
Gay, when it was seen that bull lead- 
ers were not trying to avoid tenders 
On July contracts next Tuesday, but 
\Jater the market became more active 
and firmer on covering by early sellers 
and fresh buying influenced by the 
bullish week-end figures. July sold 
at 16.10 before the close, or 8 points 
net higher, while other positions went 
up to a net advance of about 6 points 
and the active months were only a lit- 
tle off from the best under realizing 
during the last few minutes. Southern 
spot markets were unchanged to 4c 
lower. 
' New York exports tomorrow are ex- 
pected to exceed 20,000 bales, and com- 
paratively little cotton is now being

ey: Falls Into Degresmon 
Wickersham’s Speech. 


New York, June 24.—The stock mar- 
ket fell into depression again today 
under the combined influence of re- 


newed reports of crop damage and of, 


the publication of Attorney General 
Wickersham’s speech in Chicago. The 
close correspondence in the speculative 
movements in grain and stocks was 
seen in the courge of the early fiuc- 
tuations in the market: Stocks start- 
ed higher and wheat started lower. 
The’ rains in the spring wheat belt 
were the dominant influence in invest- 
ments. When wheat commenced to 
advance, stocks began to decline. At 
the same time, reports of extensive 
damage, not only to spring wheat, but 
corn, began to come into Wall street 
in a flood. The private experts in 
the employ of commission houses, ac- 
tive both in grain and stocks, were 
the authors of many of these reports 
and a parallel speculation seemed to 
be going on in the two markets, for 
higher prices for grain and lower 
prices for stocks—ea combination of 
activity not at all unusual during the 
critical period for the crops. This 
phase of the speculation was inclined 
to make much of the weather forecasts 
for clear weather in the northwest for 
the chance of a growth of apprehen- 
sion over the situation during the com- 
ing Sunday interval. 

The manner in which government 
control of capitalization was treated 
by Attorney General Wickersham in 
hig Chicago address seemed to appeal 
with new force to operators in stocks. 
Circulation of advance copies of the 
address subject to publication only on 
release and the reiteration of many 
arguments and contentions heard be- 
fore in connection with the agitation 
did not detract from the grave impor- 
tance attached to the paper.

Toe Prevent Jailing. 

W. Woods White,. who presided at 
the meeting, brought hefore the body 
the necessity of immediate action to 
prevent wholesale arrests as followed 
a former investigation of the money 
sharks by the grand jury. Mr. White 
pointed out that, 6n the other oc- 
easion, the grand jury had hardly com- 
pleted its work before the money lend- 
ers began making arrests on every 
hand, in many instances the warrents 
being issued against those who had 
testified before the grand jury.

The idea was applauded on all sides, 
and, besides Mr. White, nine other gen- 
tlemen bound themselves to sign bonds 
up to the amount of $500. This action 
gives the Legal Aid Society a bonding 
power of $5,000, and it is believed that 
several times this amount may be se- 
cured without trouble, provided it be- 
comes necessary. ; 

Mell R. Wilkinson, V. H. Kreigs- 
haber, W.0O. Foote, R. S. Wessels, Ed- 
gar Watkins, Dave Kirkland, David 
Woodward, W. Woods White, J. Epps 
Brown and Fred J. Paxon are those 
who agreed to furnish bonds for any 
victim of the money lenders who might 
need it.

The “Em- 
ployers and Employees’ Loan Company” 
is the name suggesteg for the concern. 

The company, it is proposed, shall 
lend to deserving persons small sums 
of money at a low rate of interest. The 
capital stock of the company is to be 
sold at $10 per share, and every effort 
to secure a large number eof small 
stockholders instead of a small num- 
ber of larger ones will be made. The 
constitution shall provide, it is pro- 
posed, that only a certain number of 
shares will be held by an yone indi- 
vidual. This is to prevént the stocks 
being bought up by persons desiring to 
run thes ypetitutéon for pecuniary gain. 
The co. Mytion willalso provide that 
no divide. wot more than 8 per cent 
shall be dec. “ed. 

W. Woods White, to whom was en- 
tristed the appointment of a commit- 
tee to perfect plans for this organiza- 
tion, states that he will make his ap- 
pointments immediately, and will call 
ameeting of the committee at the 
earliest possible moment.

THIRTY-ANE DEAD.

Mexico City, June 24.—Ten officers 
and soldiers, 21 women and 8 chili- 
dren, was the total count of dead in 
yesterday's wreck on a runaway troop 
train on the Manzanilla branch of the 
National Railway at Paso Blanco 
curve, in the state of Colima.

COTTON THE PAST WEEK; 
REVIEW OF THE MARKET 


New York, June 34.—The cotton spec- 
ulation has lacked features of striking 
interest during the week. The trading 
has been dull, and prices have been 
irregular. In the forepart of the week, 
however, some’ advance occurred. It 
Was traceable, iargely. to covering of 
shorts on reports of adverse weather 
conditions in the southwest and east- 
ern sections of the cotton belt. From 
Texas and Oklahoma came reports that 
drouthy conditions were damaging the 
plant. Im Georgia and the Carolinas 
showers have been frequent, and at 
times the precipitation has been heavy. 
In addition to causing covering of 
shorts, the unfavorable reports have 
caused .more or less. puying by com- 
mission houses for local, Wall street, 
western and southern account. There 
has been a good demand on some days 
from Liverpool for July and August. 
The opinion of some _ usually well- 
informed members of the trade is that 
there is still a large snort interest out- 
standing in August for “foreign aAc- 
count. The certificated stock has .con- 
tinued to decrease rapidly, the diminu- 
tion exceeding 8,000 bales in a single 
day. Since June 1, the certificated stock 
here has fallen from 230,174 bales to 
106,430,.and it ig expected that -the 
supply will continue to shrink as 
freight room is said to have been en- 
gaged for large shipments to Europe 
in the near future. Leading New Or- 
leans bulls have bid for large blocks 
of July and August. There hag been 
scattered covering in the whole list.

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WEEK’S TRADE REVIEWED. 


What. Commercial Agencies 
Say About Business. 


New York, June 24. —Bradstreet’s. 
tomorrow will say that. retail trade/ 
and most crop reports are, on the 
whole, better this week, the 
mainly of the arrival of long-delayed 
seasonable. summer weather. Aiding 


the improvement in retail trade, which} 


at best, however, is not up to expecta- 
tions, has been.the offerings of conces- 
sions in many Hines, of dry goods and 
wearing apparel. Exceptions to the im- 
provement are in the northwest, where 
the critical state of the spring wheat 
and other-crgps, due to drouth, is 
noted, and.‘also at many southern 
points, here retail trade is still quiet. 
There has been a little more confi- 
dence in ordering from jobbers and 
wholesalers for fall, but in the north- 
west there is a disposition to awalt a 


‘clearer View of the-crop outlook before 


adding to the already fairly good 
business booked for fall in dry goods 
and clothing. 

Confirmation of the theory that there 
is a demand for goods at a lower price 
is found’ in the fairly satisfactory re- 
sponse in the way of orders to the 
general reductions noted by manufac- 
turers of bleached cottons and gray 
goods this week. 

In industrial lines there is little evi- 
dence 6f~improvement yet to be seen. 
The iron trade is fairly active, but 
pig iron is’ lower, and the trade feel- 
ing as to the last half of the year is 
hardly as optimistic as in the first six 
months. In cotton govds, the move- 
ment is still in the direction of curtail- 
ment, both at leading northern and 
southern centers. Woolen manufactur- 
‘ing is also on short time. The output 
by jewelry manufacturers is not up to 
normal. Overproduction is still in evi- 
dence ‘in the copper industry. 

Collections do not show much im- 
provement.
